1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.

2. This Office Action is also in response to applicant's amendment filed on November 26, 2003, 
which has been entered. 

3. By this amendment, the applicant has canceled claims 1-35, 37-40, has amended claim 36 and has 
newly added claims 41 and 42. 

4. Claims 36, 4 1 and 42 remain pending in this application. 

Reasons For Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered, none has disclosed a method for generating image data for forming a hologram wherein the 
method comprises the steps of generating a sequence of two-dimensional images depicting a first object 
viewed form different angles, generating a sequence of images depicting a stereo model of a second object 
viewed from different angles and combining the sequence of two dimensional images and the sequence of 
images of stereo model by pasting a respect two dimensional image onto a portion of a corresponding 
image of the stereo model and generating a parallax image train from the combined images including the 
stereo model with the first object pasted thereon viewed from different angles.

The prior art reference US patent issued to Tabata (PN. 6,111,597) teaches a method for 
forming stereo image by inserting a background image to a corresponding stereo model image however 
this reference does not teach to make the background image a sequence of two dimensional images 
depicting a background object from different angle of view. 

The prior art reference US patent application issued to Yano et al (US 2002/0113865) teaches 
an image processing method for creating three dimensional image model from a plurality of object images 
having overlapped field of view that are photographed from different viewpoints. However this reference 
does not teach to paste a sequence of images depicting a first object viewing from different viewpoints to 
a sequence of three dimensional image model viewed also from different viewpoints to form a parallax 
image train.
